REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach nor suggest that the user who defined the threshold also produced text 
in the HTML documents examined by the new terms discoverer. Further, the combined 
teachings of Rodkin and Sundaresan would not have taught or suggested 
communicating the name of a product to the producer of text in a webpage into which 
hyperlinks are automatically inserted. For this reason alone the combination of Rodkin 
and Sundaresan renders claims 1-4 and 7 patentable.
